“It just happened again,” she told 
followers of the Granby Street fix- 
ture called M&G Sales. “We haven’t 
even fixed the last damage from the 


last accident.” 


Less than half a year after a sedan 
plowed through the side of their build- 
ing, causing major structural dam- 
age, the Friedmans are stuck with 


new repairs. 


“It’s costing us a fortune,” Laura 


Friedman said.

“As a teacher, I wanted to sup- 

port those kids,” said Mallard, a 

Virginia Beach resident. “It was 

ours to destroy. And so there’s one 
less gun in the world.” 

What she didn’t expect was 

the fury and accusations that 


followed. 

Thousands of gun-rights advo- 
cates nationwide left angry, sar- 
castic and sometimes profane 
comments on her Facebook and 
Twitter accounts. They argued 
she should be locked up for ille- 
gally converting the weapon into 
ashort-barreled rifle. As of Tues- 
day, her video had been viewed 
more than 3 million times, with 
more than 49,000 leaving com- 
ments. 

When a local television news 
report claimed her weapon de- 
struction was being investigated
